dated'1  Off  Tripoli,  October  26,  1804.' 

Received  by  the  Jonn  Adams,  at 

New-York. 

“ We  have  been  cruizing  off  Tripoli 
fince  the  13d  of  Sept,  in  com 
with  the  fchooner  Nautilus,  and , 
blockaded  the  port  faithfully.  What  w 
have  heard  respecting  the  impoffiblility 
of  a large  fhip  going  into  this  harbour,  is 
untrue  : we  can  go  within  twenty  yards 
oi  their  batteries  with  fafety,  and  havt 
indeed  more  water  than  we  want  fay  ten 
‘fathoms.  This dvfirable  knowledge  was 
btained  one  moon-fhine  night,  by  cap- 
tain Rodgers  himfelf,  accompanied  b} 
the  matter.  They  even  found  that  when 
the  bort  grounded  forward,  and  the  maftei 
jumped  upon  the  rocks,  fhe  had  feven 
fathoms  aftern.  "1  hey  were  then  fonear 
as  to  hear  centinels  converse — faw  all  the 
gun  boats,  and  examined  the  coaft 
completely,  taking  the  bearings  of  the 
Ba(haw‘s  cattle  from  every  found,  and  got 
fafe  on  board  the  fchooner  at  3 in  the 
morning.  It  appears  ftrange  the  boat 
was  not  dilcovered,  as  flie  was  wi*fii 
piftol  fhot  of  every  battery  they  ha vJt- 
Whether  the  enemy  faw  her  or  not.Sv^ 
certain  they  took  no  apparent  notice  oi 
her. 

In  my  way  vp  the  Mediterranean, 
I have  been  much  gratified  in  vifiting 
i hat  celebrated  nett  ot  robbers,  the  city 
of  Algiers.  I faw  many,  poor  Chriftian 
(laves  at  work  (in  different  employs) 
pvho,  as  we  paffed,  would  caft  a look  of 
Joy,  &t  happinefs,  as  it  were,  towards  us 
no  doubt  ariling  from  thc  Ample  circum 
ftance  of  our  being  called  Christians 
like  themfelves.

1 need 
nottcllyou  my  feelings  on  this  occafion 
— fuffice  it, that  when  Iwent  a/hore  I had 
33  dollars  in  my  pocket,  and  returned  *n 
board  without  a penny.  I am  told  that 
a Have,  for  one-third  of  a dollar,  can 
purchafe  a day  of  reft,  and  even  ot 
amusement—  if  that  be  t he  cafe,  I am 
happy  that  I vifited  them. 

“ I he  Dev  of  Algiers  paid  us  great 
attention  ; faluting  our  {hip  on  her  ar- 
rival with  2 1 guns,  which  we  returned. 
1 he  captain  on  landing  was  faluted 
with  j guns— the  very  firft  inftance 
of  their  faluting  an  American  captain 
on  landing.
